The Effective 
Phase Begins 


There have been three phases of 


the defense program since the Presi- 
dent called for the building of ef- 
fective defense in May, 1940. 


From May until that autumn there

V "This means some changes in our 
present municipal plant—the purchase 
of about 545,000 worth of additional 
equipment. It looks as though the 
government will pay us to buy and 
install this equipment, and then pay

have to build two electric lines to 
the Proving Ground, one for service 
and the other for 'stand-by' or emer- 
gency service. 


"The contract for water would rc-

when the Proving Ground operates 
on a permanent basis, as they plan

Twenty large Army trucks and trail- 


ers will arrive in Hope at 4 o'clock 
Sunday afternoon under orders to 
lelp Hempstead county farmers move 
out of their homes in the Southwest- 
ern Proving Ground to new locations, 
Sep. Talbot Feild, member of the Ar- 
tansas House of Representatives De- 
rense Committee, announced here Fri- 
day. 


The trucks are under command o£ 


Lieut. Melvin Amen, and will remain 
here through July 31. Rep. Feild an- 
nounced that farmers wishing to use 
the trucks in removing their families 
and belongings should register at one 
of the following places:

putation of being very fluent, where- 
as Paul seems to have been some- 
what hesitant of speech and of a 
character and personality more mark- 
ed by ruggedness and strength than 
by smoothness and beauty. 


Paul found it necessary to remind 


both these classes of disciples that 
their primary allegiance was to Jesus
